The foreign office statement de­ 
nounced “this ruthless attempt bv 
the Soviet government to create a 
state of siege in Berlin and so by 
starving the helpless civilian popu­ 
lation. to secure political advan­ 
tages at the expense of the other 
allied powers.' 
Reports from Berlin today said 
that 
Soviet authorities are con­ 
tinuing to prevent coal and food 
from the west from reaching the 
sections of Berlin held by the west­ 
ern allies.

If the findings of Dr. John E. Scharff, Columbia Uni­ 
versity neurologist, stand up, the long-drawn-out argu­ 
ment over euthanasia or 44mercy death” will itself be 
mercifully liquidated. Dr. Scharff has tried a new brain 
operation on 10 patients suffering from ailments causing 
unbearable and insurable body pain. 
For seven of the 10, there was complete relief from 
pain; for two the relief was considerable though not total, 
and in one case there was no relief at all. 
The operation, Dr. Scharff told the American Neurol­ 
ogical Association in Atlantic City, is a simple one for 
any competent neuro-fiurgeon. It involves severing cer­ 
tain nervous pathways in the brain. His results cannot 
yet be regarded as conclusive, but if they hold and if 
ability to perform the operation becomes widespread, vic­ 
tims of painful incurable disease will no longer have to 
suffer months of drugged agony before death mercifully 
comes. 
Unlike the lobotomy now performed in certain types 
of psychosis, the new operation is said to have had no un­ 
desirable after-affects on memory or intellectual capacity. 
And patients who had been taking narcotics to relieve 
pain suffered none of the usual unpleasant symptoms 
when drugs were abruptly withdrawn after the operation.! 
If these results stand up, Dr. Scharff has performed a 
major servioe to suffering humanity.

The strangUng effects of Soviet 
Russia*« attempt to drive United 
States and British forces out of 
Berlin began to be felt In earnest 
and aroused world speculation as 
to Just how far it can go. 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, U. S. mili­ 
tary governor, and Lt. Gen. Sir 
Brian Robertson, chief of the Brit* 
ish mission In the capital, have 
made it elear that they will not be 
driven out by anything short of 
armed force. 
But traffic la at a standstill. 
Light and power have been cur­ 
tailed. 
Restrictions Placed 
Extremely stringent restrictions 
on public life have been imposed. 
Gen. Joseph Pierre Koenig, the 
french commander who has been 
visiting Paris, had to fly back to 
Berlin because the Soviets stopped 
his special train. 
The 
question

arises, of 
course, Is this: "What next?** 
When the victorious Allies set 
about to carve up the remains of 
Berlin In the starry-eyed hopeful­ 
ness of post-war triumph. No one 
on the Anglo-French-Amerlcan side 
at least dreamed for a moment that 
such an impasse as now exists 
could ever arise. 
Thus emergencies were not taken 
too deeply into consideration. 
Because i t their own grave ma­ 
terial deficiencies, the Russians 
wanted what was left of the indus­ 
trial areas of Berlin. 
This seemed logical. 
The United States had plenty of 
equipment of all torts, the finest 
engineers and inexhaustible sup­ 
plies of material. 
fo r Prestige Purposes 
So tbe American desire was to 
take over the so-called “West End** 
—the finest residential quarters 
and the principal shopping areas. 
Joseph Stalin did put In a bid for 
the WUhelmstrasies for prestige 
purposes. 
That was the government area 
where Hitler, Goerlng and Goeb- 
bles ruled. The Western Allies sur­ 
rendered it gladly. It was just a 
tangle of rubbish anyway. 
But the Industrial sectors that 
the Russians obtained are a Jungle 
of electric power plants that sup- 


ply virtually the whole city .In ad­ 
dition, they have the waterworks 
and sewage control at Potsdam. 
The latter is of enormous impor­ 
tance. All the areas immediately 
west of Berlin are Irrigated and 
fertilized by sewer disposal. Gen. 
Clay can fly in enough water to 
supply American personnel. But if 
the Russians stop sewer disposal, 
the food situation for all Germans 
will become serious indeed. 
Observers estimate the Russians 
if they wish, can cut down Western 
Berlin’s life necessities by 75 per 
cent. Clay obviously is determined 
to take his chances with the re­ 
maining 25.

THE SIMPLE truth Is that there never was any danger of any of these 
things, and the frightening forecasts were in the nature of an act put on 
by individuals and groups some of whom were calculatingly and con­ 
sciously false, and some of whom were Just Ignorant and partisan. 


THE PLATFORM itself is a revealing and significant doctrine, the 
main features of which not only vaccinate against the kind of stu ck 
that had been planned, but in at least two directions put the opposition 
on the defensive rather than the reverse.

Called Hazardous 


Resident Of Ceverta Station Area 
Feints Out Traffic Hatari 
la Union Township 


A reader of The News writes to 
describe a condition that exists in 
the county, which he says, if not 
taken care ol soon, a life or perhaps 
lives may be taken. 
The writer refers to Clark's or 
Coverts Station crossing of the 
B. & O. and New York Central 
Railroads in Union Township. The 
railroads at the point, are about 
ten feet apart with a good flasher 
and but one accident occuring 
since the flasher was installed. 
The New York Central tracks 
are six or seven feet lower than 
the B. & O. hence, about a 45 
degree slope is between the two 
systems. The picture, the writer 
desires to describe is this: When 
a car is attempting to cross the 
B. ft O. tracks, the front wheels 
which have already crossed the 
two tracks naturally lowers the 
center part of the car causing the 
crankcase and other parts to drag 
on the tracks. 
Lately, the B. ft O. has put in 
new ballast and raised the ridge 
very much, so that although old 
cars will clear, the newer long 
wheel base and low slung cars will 
not clear. Soon, one of these newer 
ears will stick on the track per­ 
haps at the tifhe a streamliner is 
due. Only 30 seconds exist between 
the time flasher begins working 
and the flyer crosses the intersec­ 
tion. 
If such happened, there would 
be one car less and perhaps lives 
too. If the train were derailed, 
probably both systems would be 
clocked and maybe another train 
would pile up too. 
The writer’s car is high and can 
get over the tracks but for the 
safety of others, feels that tne rail­ 
road should remedy the situation 
and quickly. Some car owners he 
points out travel miles around in 
order to avoid the crossing and to 
prevent damage to their cars.

But, certainly, now is a time to 
forget.

I believe 
the country would respond instant­ 
ly to a constructive campaign. So 
many words have been wasted .n 
this convention flogging the dead 
past. It may have given the Dog­ 
gers some satisfaction but it did 
the country no good. 
There will be rancor left over 
for Vandenberg from those who 
feel he should have made his po­ 
sition unequivocally clear at least 
a fortnight before the convention. 
Then such unyielding anti-Dewey- 
ites as Gov. Duff could have shap­ 
ed their plans accordingly. 
But 
this soon will be forgotten If out 
of this convention comes a real de­ 
sire to set the country on the goal 
of unity.

Algae plants are a very necessary 
part of farm fish ponds, although 
they arc so small that they arc not 
visible to the naked eye. 
The algoe feed insects which the 
fish depend upon for their food. 
Algae thrive where an 8-3-4 an« 
alysis fertilizer is put in the water. 
Since an 8-8-4 complete fertilizer 
is difficult to obtain, it may be 
necessary to buy another mixed fer­ 
tilizer and add nitrogen to get the 
right combination.

W arren keynoted the 1644 Re­ 
publican convention. 
The silver-haired W arren, who is 
generally 
recognised 
throughout 
the west as a "Progressive Repub­ 
lican" was born in Los Angeles in 
1691. He attended the public schools 
of Bakersfield, Calif., where his 
father worked as a railroad car 
builder. 
4 
After school and during vacation. 
W arren did everything from selling 
newspapers and driving mule teams 
to workhtg In railroad ships. 
He still had time to play on the 
high school baseball team, to hunt, 
swim and fish. 
Graduate of V. of C. 
W arren was graduated from the 
University of California in 1919 
and from its law school later, and 
then went to work in a private law 
Office in San Francisco. 
When the First World War came 
along he entered the army as a 
private and was sent by the army 
to Camp Lewis. Wash., for training 
as an officer shortly after the out­ 
break of war. 
W arren was an Infantry officer 
at Camp Lee. Vs., and was dis­ 
charged at Camp MacArthur, Texas 
as a first lieutenant. 
W arren’s father had been a ma* 
rhanic In Los Angeles for the 
Southern Pacific railroad. The elder 
W arren lost his job when he went 
WAGNER 


out on a strike and it was then he 
moved his familv to Bakersfield. 
While preparing to enter rolicge 
W arren played the cornet in bands 
and orchestras, and was a member 
of Local 263 of the Musicians', 
union at Bakersfield. 
Warren still holds an honorary 
membership card in the Musicians 
union. 
First Government Position 
The governor's first position in 
civil government was clerk of the 
judiciary comm ittee of the state 
assembly in the 1919 legislature. 
Warren was deputy city attornc\ 
in Oakland in 1919 and 1920. He 
was elected district attorney of 
Alameda county, Calif., in 1923, 
after having served as deputy dis­ 
trict attorney since 1920. 
He held the district attorneyship 
until 1936, and during his term he 
distinguished 
himself in 
several 
criminal cases. 
The vice presidential nominee 
was married on October 14, 1925. to 
Nina Palmquist Meyers. 
The W arrens have three sons and 
three daughters They are Jam es C 
Warren, a form er lieutenant in the 
U. 8 Marine Corps; Virginia; F.arl 
Jr.; Dorothy; Nina Elizabeth; and 
Robert. 
Warren was elected attorney gen­ 
eral of California in 1936, and was 
named president of the National 
Association of Attorneys G eneral in 
1940 
W arren was elected governor in 
1942 
He ran for re-election in 1946 
and captured the nomination not 
only of his own Republican party 
but that of the Democratic party as 
well.

Increase Noted 
k Fires Declares 
State Fire Marshal 


Arson Arrests leereaaed During 
1947 
Ovsr 
Record 
Of 
Arrests In 1946

HARRISBURG, June 2 6 —State 
Fire M arshal William F. Traeger 
reported incendiary fires continued 
a post-war climb throughout 1947 
when 134 persons were arrested for 
arson. 
Despite an increase of 19 arrest»' 
over the 1946 total. T raeger de­ 
scribed the year as "norm al." He 
said the increase was "slight" in 
the actual num ber of fires and was 
due principally to the Increase in 
Juvenile delinquency. 
T raeger said he was unable to 
estim ate the damage caused by 
"fire-bugs" and arsonists but indi­ 
cated 
it 
ran 
into 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars. 
He reported that of the 154 ar­ 
rests last year. 129 persons were 
convicted. 15 acquitted and action 
still is pending against seven. 
"We re proud of our conviction 
record." he said. " It’s a good per­ 
centage of the total arrests." 
He blamed eighty per cent of 
all incendiary blazes during the 
year on "avarice " 
"They were attributable to per­ 
sons desiring to collect insurance 
for 
financial 
reason» 
he 
ex- 
plained. 
He 
pointed out 
that 
"D uring 
prosperous years when 
business 
conditions are good we don't have 
many arson cases." 
Citing the depression years as 
an example, he explained that in­ 
cendiary fires totaled 203 in 1931 
and 211 in 1932 when business con­ 
ditions were at their worst. 
He blamed 10 per cent of the 
intentional fires on pyromaniac* 
and the rem aining 10 per cent on 
"persons seeking revenge, juveniles 
seeking a thrill and excitem ent 
and individuals attem pting to cover 
up another crim e." 
He said groups of juveniles ac­ 
counted for most of the increased 
arrests in 1947. 
"Only one youngster may have 
started a fire, but when he if 
caught he usually im plicates others 
who were with him and they are 
considered just as guilty," T raeger 
explained. 
Penalties for conviction on arson 
charges range upward to 20 years 
in prison, he explained.

Heyerdahl and the rest of his 
party cut down balsa logs in the 
Andes of South America, and built 
rafts similar to those used by 
South Americans about 900 years 
after the birth of Christ. 
They started their journey on 
the Humboldt current, and prb^’ed 
the thcorj’ by floating 4,300 miles 
to a crash landing on the coral 
reef in Polynesian islands.
